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MEMORANDUM OF POINTS AND AUTHORITIES 


I. 
INTRODUCTION 
The parties request that the Court order the Second Further Judgment on Reserved 
Issues and all pleadings which relate to child custody be sealed because it contains 
information limited to custody and support for their minor children. Public disclosure 
of the information, regarding the minor children’s schedule could pose a significant threat to 
the security of the minor children, Preston and Jayden, and unnecessarily invade the privacy 


rights of the parties and their minor children. 


II. 
BACKGROUND 

In July 2007, Petitioner and Respondent entered into a Second Further Judgment on 
Reserved Issues which Judgment resolves the issues of child custody and child support. 

The parties agreed to have a Second Further Judgment on Reserved Issues, which 
addresses only the issues of child custody and child support because it is in the best interest 
of the safety of their minor children to try to keep information about their whereabouts as 
confidential as possible. The provisions of the Second Further Judgment on Reserved Issues 
are specifically limited to issues of child custody and child support, and as a part of the 
Second Further Judgment on Reserved Issues, the parties have necessarily disclosed certain 
facts regarding the terms of joint legal and physical custody, including the specific timeshare 
schedule for the minor children, as well as information regarding Petitioner’s financial 
obligation to Respondent for the minor children’s support. 

In order to protect the security and privacy interests of the minor children, the parties 
desire to file the Second Further Judgment on Reserved Issues and all pleadings which relate 
to child custody under seal. As set forth in the Declaration of Laura A. Wasser, Esq., filed 
concurrently herewith, this proceeding has garnered an unprecedented amount of media

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attention, with an inordinate amount of unwelcome intrusion into the private lives of the 
minor children, and the possibility of public disclosures of the minor children’s physical 
whereabouts and financial affairs threatens the safety and security of the parties’ minor 
children. 

A court order to seal the Second Further Judgment on Reserved Issues and all 
pleadings which relate to child custody is necessary to prevent public dissemination of such 


highly confidential information for the safety of the minor children. 
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III. 
10 ARGUMENT 
11 The sealing of court records not otherwise required to be confidential under other 
12 || statutes is governed by Rules 2.550 and 2.551 of the California Rules of Court. 
13 | Rules 2.550 and 2.551 (originally enacted as California Rules of Court 243.1 and 
14 || 243.2) were enacted following the California Supreme Court’s decision in NBC Subsidiary 
15 || (KNBC-TV) Inc. v. Superior Court (1999) 20 Cal. 4" 1178 (hereinafter “NBC Subsidiary”) 
16 || (See In re Providian Credit Card Cases (2002) 96 Cal.App. 4" 292, 298: “Rules 243.1 and 
17 || 243.2 were adopted to comply with the Supreme Court’s decision [in NBC Subsidiary].”) 
18 NBC Subsidiary involved a highly publicized lawsuit by Sondra Locke against Clint 
19 | Eastwood. To ensure that the members of the jury were not exposed to information derived 
20 || from hearings conducted out of their presence, the trial judge ordered the media and the 
m 21 || public excluded from the courtroom when the jury was not present, and delayed disclosure 
it 22 || of transcripts of the closed hearings until after the trial. (20 Cal. 4", supra, at 1182.) After 
23 || reviewing numerous United States Supreme Court and lower court decisions governing the 
24 || closure of courtroom proceedings in criminal cases, the Court construed California’s “open 
25 || court” statute (Code of Civil Procedure §124) consistently with those constitutional 
26 || requirements. The court then applied Section 124 to ordinary civil proceedings and reversed 
27 || the trial court’s closure order. (20 Cal. 4" at 1181-1182.)

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In accordance with the standards set forth in NBC Subsidiary, Rule 2.550(d) 
provides: 

The court may order that a record be filed under seal . . . if it expressly 
finds...: (1) There exists an overriding interest that overcomes the right 
of public access to the record; (2) The overriding interest supports 
sealing the record; (3) A substantial probability exists that the 
overriding interest will be prejudiced if the record is not sealed; (4) The 
proposed selling is narrowly tailored; and (5) No less restrictive means 
exist to achieve the overriding interest. 

Privacy interests may under appropriate circumstances constitute “overriding 
interests” that will support an order to seal court records. (Advisory Committee Comment, 
CRC, 2.550: “Courts have found that, under appropriate circumstances, various statutory 
privileges, trade secrets, and privacy interests, when properly asserted and not waived, may 
constitute ‘overriding interests.’ The rules do not attempt to define what may constitute an 
‘overriding interest,’ but leave this to case law.”) 

As the Court of Appeal recently stated in Burkle v. Burkle (2006) 135 Cal. App. 4" 
1045: 

We do not doubt that divorce cases in particular and family law 
in general may produce a greater abundance of situations in 
which it is appropriate, “in the interests of justice and the 
persons” involved, to try a particular fact issue privately. Burkle, 
supra, at p. 1056. 

There are two distinctive overriding interests present in this case: (1) the concerns 
over the personal security of the parties’ two minor children, and (2) the constitutional 
right of privacy under Article I, Section 1 of the California Constitution of Petitioner and the 
parties’ minor children. 

First, the relief requested is necessary to protect the personal safety of the parties’ 
minor children, Sean Preston, born September 14, 2005, age twenty-two months, and 
Jayden James, born September 12, 2006, age ten months. See, e.g., Estate of Hearst (1977) 
67 Cal. App. 3d 777, 785. The custodial schedule agreed upon by the parties and 
incorporated into the Second Further Judgment on Reserved Issues can be used to identify 
the physical whereabouts of the minor children at any particular time as well greatly add to 


their exposure during exchanges of custody between Petitioner and Respondent. While 
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1 || Petitioner goes to great lengths to provide security for the minor children inside and outside 
of Los Angeles, the information provided increases the risks of unwarranted intrusion by the 
media and by anyone else who may want to target the minor children for personal gain. 

Second, the relief requested is necessary to protect the constitutionally protected 


privacy interests of the parties and the minor children. Petitioner’s and Respondent’s

‘the event of no agreement, each party is to propose three evaluators. When 


Petitioner's counsel is prepared to meet and confer, we will immediately do so. In the 
interim, Respondent's proposed evaluators are: i) Joseph Kenan, M.D., ii) Albert Gibbs, |
